EDITORIAL SOTtS. 


These is no question affecting the Pub¬ 
lic Schools of this Btete Aat calls for more 
condde^bigm■ atuy prompt action 
t of our Primary De- 
counties are quite gener¬ 
ally oted, good Bchool-honaes abound, 
mud tha Trustees are becoming acquainted 
with their official duties so as to perform 
them acceptably. Considerable attention 
also, haft been given in our Normal Schools 
to the preparation of teachers for the ordi- 
uf*ry work of the District School, and of 
tha middle and upper departments of the 
graded schools. But the moper method 
of leaching primary children has scarcely 
been considered. This work is entrusted 
chiefly to young teachers of little or no ex* 
perienee T whose physical strength (to say 
nothing of their intellectual) i§ entirely 
inadequate to the task. 

We are most thoroughly convinced, after 
long and careful consideration, that these 
departments should be committed to the 
ablest instructors* The reasons fer this 
ccneltimcn are not hard to find nor difficult 
to understand. 

The first that offers itself is the fact that 
children from five to ten years of age are 
more observing and learn more rapidly than 
at any other period of life* We are apt to 
forget this as we see them engaged in their 
play and giving so much of their time to 
eating, sleeping and growing* But tbe 
one circumstance that these little ones will 
learn to apeak a language correctly and 
without apparent effort, which in after 
years is seldom done, and then only with 
great labor, shows how rapidly and accu¬ 
rately their minds work. They learn also 
a thousand things relating to the manners 
and customs of society, principles of action, 
right and wrong, facta iu nature and art, 
and p*«tty mqch all that is don# by their 
alders at home and abroad* In fact, at 
no pTiod of life is tbe mind more active 
or more capable of receiving tasting in* 
prewuma. Every parent has at times been 
; luxxled by the questions of the children ; 
and many, unfortunately, not only refuse 
to answer, but punish the little one# for 
,f asking such foohsb questionsT” 

If parents find difficulty in answering 
their children's inquiries, ean inexpe¬ 
rienced girH who have not reached woman- 
hood, supply their place ? 

But It may be said that the teachers 
business it to ipstmiet children of that age 
in reading and wrihug tihni# ; that other 
nv.dker* will ho attended to when they 
r**cb higher departments* We cannot 
understand this reasoning. Why should 
ye»ra nf previous Hm# be lost when it can 
in rorily bo improved ?

M HI certainly mistakes when 
he supposes that we are denounring the 
Town Committee. We yield to none in 
our deferential respect for that honorable 
body. True, we did uippoae it came with¬ 
in their functions to see to it that the 
streets were named., and to adopt such 
measures as would lead lo the posting of 
names where they could be read and known. 
It it not enough to retotee that a street 
shall bear a certain name, nor to permit 
some private map-publisher to engross the 
name upon a map he may choose to tasue* 
The Town Committee $hovld have power 
to make the name of a street binding, and 
then they should be bound themselves to 
see that everybody has a chance to know 
where the "Fork " or “Slate ttr#U " is, 
without being necessitated to seek for a 
map, which, when found, has no official 
authority, and whlob, after diligent con¬ 
sultation, will not, in most caare, enable 
them to identify the street when they 
resoh it* Our suggestion was that the 
residents on a street confer together, and, 
having adopted a name, which met the 
approval of the Town Committee, then th© 
residents *r> interested should appoint one 
of (hmr number to have signs painted and 
put up at every corner We suggested 
this only in the absence of any known plan 
of procedure. But w© cannot afford to 
dispense with the supervision o# a respon- 
rible body who can take a broad survey of 
the qnration and have a con trolling voice. 
We still think the Town Committee ought 
to have this jurisdiction, and if they have 
not now the legal authority, it should be 
< otifemri by the Legislature, Would it

our modem appliances. Tbe water sup¬ 
ply of Chicago, in regard either to quality, 
quantity or machinery emp loyed In mak¬ 
ing it certain, cannot be surpassed* 
manifold bleasings which flow from an 
abundant supply of pure, cold water can 
only be estimated in a time of actual scar¬ 
city, sad In proportion as the quantity is 
diminished will the sanitary condition of 
the city become worse. Lake Michigan ta 
one of the finest bodies of fresh water on 
the globe, and the location of Cfffrfego
